Pollution 
Battle 
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About So persons, representing 
Lake Michigan .shoreline com- 
munities, park districts. State 
agencies and the North Shore 
Sanitary District attended a two- 
hour meeting Wednesday, Aug. 6, 
called by the Lake County Health 
Department to discuss how to halt 
pollution of bathing beaches. 

Municipal .and .park district 
beaches along the lake, with the 
exception of Illinois Beach- Stale 
Park, have been closed indefinite- 
ly following a recommendation of 
the Board of Health- late last 
month. 

Much of the discussion revolved 
around plans of the sanitary dis- 
trict to cope with the problem of 
limited treating capacity during 
periods of heavy rain, such as 
were 'experienced through the 
spring and early summer this 
year. "A high bacteria count in 
Lake Michigan shore water . re- 
sulted when untreated sewage by 
passed the plants. - 

Raymond Anderson, director of 
the sanitary district, said work 
Is underway on some phases of 
the $35 million expansion and im- 
provement program but the, tar- 
get date for completion is still 
July -1,-1972.- -He-seid-thrce Jia-_ 
tural phenomenons occurred this 
year, over which the district had 
no" control.— These -were;_cxcced-_ 
ingly heavy rains, more easterly 
winds and high levels. 
• Anderson told the group that 
cast and cast-northeast wind3 
cause a collection of shore water 
in a pocket reaching from Racine 
to Montrose Harbor. "Normally," 
ho said, "prevailing winds In 
summer arc from the west-south- 
west which move the water away

Discussion of family planning 
have moved from "the "hush- 
hush", stage to the open fonimof 
the United Slides Congress'. 

In a formal message to the 
United States Senate and House 
of Representatives President 
Nixon has reiterated /alarming 
facts concerning population 
growth— and has requested the 
Congress to provide legislative 
and budgetary-support for a com- 
prehensive response to a prob- 
lem that is both American and 
world-wide.- . 

After noting that there were one 
billion people on the earth in i.J 
1830 and two billion* a century 
later, the President disclosed also 
that— in just 30 years— a third bil- 
lion were added. He predicted 
that a fourth billion will be pro- 
duced in a mere 15 years and— 
further— by the year '2000 a bil- 
lion human beings will" be added 
To the world population every five 
'or less I years. 

It Is largely- in response to our 
increased population that there 
has developed a general aware- 
ness of the need for controlling 
pollution and otherwise conserv- 
ing the human environment! In 
addition, the oceans ' and every, 
possible land area ore being ex-, 
plored for potential agricultural 
development in order to meet the 
problem of feeding the'added bil- 
lions who ore expected to inhabit 
the earth. Even the recent moon 
exploration may be included in 
this quest, although sustaining 
life on the moon for any extended 
period would seem impossible at 
this time. 

The President's message em- 
phasized the more practical solu- 
tion of controlling population 
growth by stepped-up research on 
birth control methods and by ex- 
panding damily planning services 
and Information which can be 
utilized 1 by. all mankind. The 
President pointed out that, most, 
of the estimated 5 million low-in- 
come women of child-hearing age 
in this country do not now have 
adequate access to family plan- 
ning assistance. 

The president; has requested 
the Congress to establish a Com- 
mission on Population Growth and 
to authorize the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
(HEW i working with the Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) to 
cxpand~an~d improve family plan- 
ning information and services for 
the benefit of those mnstj n need 
of them. 

* Since virtually unmanageable 
population growth is occurring in 
other countries of the world— 
notably Southeast Asia and Latin 
America — the President has 
pledged this nation's cooperation 
with, the .United Nations and other 
international bodies. Also, he has 
pointed to the important resources 
of private organizations and uni- 
versity research centers in family 
planning efforts both at home and 
abroad. 

Awkward' questions related to 
religious beliefs may have stifled 
population control activities in 
the past. However, the import of 
the President's message is to 
make birth control' and family 
planning programs entirely volun- 
tary and educational. This ap- 
proach should avoid any conflict 
with . religious scruples- or feel- 
ings. 

While the President's message 
may not have revealed new infor- 
mation, the public acknowledge- 
ment of the impending" national 
and world problem of population 
growth is new, indeed. , In addi- 
tion, the Presidential recom- 
mendation to the Congress sug- 
gest clearly that. the Members of 
the United Slates House and Sen- 
ate, as representatives of the Am- 
erican people, must take appro? 
priate steps to assure that (des- 
pite man's explorations of outer 
space) the planet "Earth" shall 
not . become so over-populated 
that it cannot sustain life in an 
environment which has enabled 
mankind to survive to the year 
A.D. 1969.

$61,231 For 
Carpet In 
Courthouse 

A contract for carpeting of the 
courts arc aln the new Lake 
County court building was award- 
ed to J. Blumberg, Inc. .of Wau- 
kegan by tlic Public Building 
Commission oh August G. 

The low bid submitted by Blum- 
berg totaled $61,231 for woven car- 
pet, with padding, delivered and 
installed. - ' 

Also at Wednesday's session 
commission members were in- 
formed by a representative of 
Corbctta Construction Company 
that the. courts phase of the com- 
plex will be turned over oai Nov. 
1. - Following construction, the in- 
stallation of carpeting and all 
furnishings is expected to take at 
least another thirty days. 

Begun in 1065, the Lake County 
courthouse Complex was built in 
three stages. Work on the ten 
slOry administrative tower was 
finished in late 1967. Thereafter 
the old courthouse building was 
demolished and the new jail con- 
structed. Prisoners were removed 
to the new jail upon completion of 
that section and the old Jail razed 
to make way for the balance of 
the courts building. • 

Total cost of the complex was 
$11,500,000 with' revenue bonds to 
be retired over a period of 20 
years/ 

This is the third permanent 
courthouse for Lake County. The 
first was located on what is still 
courthouse square in downtown 
Waukegan but was destroyed by 
fire in 1875. The main portion 
of. the second building was erected 
in 1878 and other additions made 
In later years as the county grew 
in population. Several depart- 
ments were moved out of the old 
building due to overcrowding in 
recent years, forcing rental of 
space in privately owned struc- 
tures until completion of the 
present administrative tower. . 

Under the public commission 
act, the commission acts as land- 
lord, and the County Board of Su- 
pervisors as tenant of the build- 
ing. The entire complex is leased 
to the County. After the bonds 
arc retired the Public Building 
Commission may go out of exis- 
tence and transfer title-back to 
the County, or continue on as 
manager. " '

Vets May Miss 
Checks If 
Not Certified 



Several thousand veterans In 
collegc_thls_fjaljjwill_not get the 
G.I. education check thejTexpcct 
in November from the Veterans 
Administration, Administrator 
Donald E. Johnson said today. 

It would make him very hap- 
py If the college-bound G.I. Bill 
vetrean proved him wrong this 
fall," he declared. 

The fact is, Johnson said, many 
who were enrolled' in- college -last 
semester, have failed to send jn 
their ond-of-tcrm Certification of 
Attendance card, and cannot be 
paid in the upcoming school term 
until they do. 

Administrator Johnson said the 
VA Is also holding nearly a half 
million dollars worth of June G.I. 
Bill checks,' which cannot be 
mailed . either until the attend- 
ance card reaches VA computers. 

G.I. Bill, college students who 
did mail in their attendance cards 
in June will get paid the new 
term -allowances— on time— but 
those who skipped mailing to VA 
the required card certifying that 
they had completed the spring 
term will not get paid until they 
straighten oul their accounts with 
VA.' ' 

This can be done, Administra- 
tor Johnson said, by mailing In 
that 3 x 7 white card with 1 ft 
blue stripe across the top to the 
VA Immediately. If the veteran 
has last this Certification of At- 
tendance card he should get in 
touch with the VA office which 
has his records, and ask for an- 
other. 

Administrator Johnson said 
thousands of delays and thous- 
ands, of lost man-hours are en- 
countered on conge campuses end 
In VA offices each year— all 
avoidable if campus G.I.'s and 
college registrars perform on 
time the few necessary chores to 
certify veterans' attendance.

• New legislation r increasing the 
state's power to act against air 
and water polluters gives Illinois 
one*bf the strongest pollutlon'con-. 
trol programs in the country, ac- 
cording to the Illinois State Bar 
Association, 

p. 
One of the new laws enacted 
by the 70th General Assembly 
authorizes the attorney general to 
bring mandamus or injunction 
proceedings to slop pollution with- 
out, waiting for the outcome of 
any administrative proceedings 
already instituted against the pol- 
luters. . 

This means, the ISBA said, that 
the state may. legally close down 
air and. water pollution sources 
even though administrative ac- 
tion against the same defendants 
is pending before the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Board, the Sanitary 
Water Board or other administra- 
tive . agency, 

\ Penalties for water pollution are 
sllffer. The maximum overall 
fine is increased fro m$500 to 
$5,000: Ihe.dailyJlne goes up to 
$200 from $100 and the possible 
jail sentence is increased to six 
months, rather than 30 days. 
Similar penalties are provided 
for air pollution. 

Still another law gives the at- 
torney genreal power to enforce 
pollution standards in Cook Coun- 
ty where previously the Chicago 
Sanitary District and . the Cook 
County and Chicago oir pollution 
boards had sole jurisdiction. 

The I960 Legislature also en- 
acleiKa faw designed to curb 
pollution by pesticides, Spon- 
sors of this new law were con- 
cerned most specifically with the 
use of "hard"; (chlorinated hydro- 
carbons) pesticides in the Lake 
Michigan watershed. Such pesti- 
cides which find their way to the 
lake after being used to combat 
Dutcli_cim diesase .. and_mosqui; 
iocs, purportedly have killed 
thousands of game fish. The 
now law empowers the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's director to 
propose and enforce regulations 
concerning the labelling, sales, 
anil use of such pesticides.

Warns of Pesticides 

The Lake County Safety Com- 
mission reminds you to keep chil- 
dren and pets away from the 
areas where, you mix and apply 
the pesticides. Following appli- 
cation, keep people away from 
the area and see thai they avoid 
contact with sprayed surfaces. . 

Before spraying garden crops,- 
double check the label for re- 
strictions on spraying the plants 
that will be eaten in future weeks. 
Depending on the pesticides used 
end when applied,, most leafy 
vegetables' and fruits such as tor 
matocs must be sprayed during a 
certain period of lime before har- 
vest, . And of course all vege- 
tables should be washed before 
eating. 

Keep poison products in their 
original ' contalners-r-never in pop 
hollies, fruit jars or unmarked 
containers where they .might be 
mistaken for food, or drink. 
' Keep ' pesticides together in a 
special cabinet-' under lock' and 
key, " ■ - 

Dispose of • empty containers 
immediately; Wash them oul if 
possible. If you burn them, don't 
subject yourseiror a neighbor to 
the smoke or fumes. Gases re- 
leased by the heat may be poison- 
ous. Never lhrow_boxcs,. hollies 
or cans, containing leftover 
amounts in trash cans accessible 
to-children. — ^-. ■ — :
